Upon bis release, the man will be required to report 
in person to the nearest RCMP jurisdiction within 15 
days of release, and must report annually to the reg¬ 
istry.

granddaughter as late as January 2007. 

The man, who can’t be named in order to protect the 
identities of the victims, pled guilty to the charges and 
was sentenced on May 20. 

Judge John Bascom said in a written decision that 
the assaults committed against the man’s granddaugh¬ 
ter fall under the category of major sexual assault, 
while the abuse of his daughters constitutes “near to 
major sexual assaults." 

“After a review of all of these authorities I come to 
the conclusion that in Alberta the starting point for 
major sexual assaults on a child is four years... it 
would only be in cases where there was exceptional 
mitigating factors that a sentence of less than two 
years would he appropriate," said Bascom. 

“The gravity of the offences and the moral blame¬ 
worthiness... do not allow for a community based sen¬ 
tence.” 

The Crown prosecution has pushed for a five-year 
sentence, but Bascom noted that it’s “unlikely” the 
man would have been prosecuted for the offences, had 
he not turned himself in to police. 

The man told police his daughters were probably too 
young to remember the incidents.

The man told the court he would babysit his grand¬ 
daughter alone while her mother was away at work It 
was during those times he admitted to abusing her. 


He admitted to similar incidents with his daughters 
between 19(>4 and 1972 when bis wife was away, or 
when he was alone with them. 

The granddaughter told the court that she has had 
dreams about her grandfather, causing her to wake up 
afraid in the middle of the night, and that whenever 
she would visit his house she only felt safe if he was 
wearing a belt. 

The man turned himself in to RCMP in March 2007 at 
the advice of his pastor where he was later inter¬ 
viewed on tape. 

Barg said the Crown was pushing for a tougher sen¬ 
tence but noted that mitigating factors had heavily 
influence on the judge’s decision 

“I felt that while it was less than what we hoped for, 
I do understand why the judge wanted to give this per¬ 
son credit, because he did confess." 

Barg said the defence was asking for a conditional 
house arrest. 

Bascom also ruled that the man must provide a DNA

Western premiers tee 
up for future

At tiie end of May, the Western Premiers' Conference will 
Ih* held in Prince Allx'rt, Sask. Although these annual 
events seldom receive much public attention, this one 
promises to be interesting and important. The conference is 
designed to build connections among the premiers and 
their staffs. 

Good personal relationships lubricate intergovernmental 
relations just as they lubricate business relations. It iseasi 
er to pick up the phone during a time of crisis or conflict 
when the [>erson at the other end is someone you know 
personally 

However, what makes the May meeting particularly 
interesting Is the new equality among the premiers. All 
come from a position of great political strength, with 
Allierta s Ed Stelmaeh and Saskatchewan's Brad Wall com¬ 
ing off recent election victories, ;md B.C.'s Gordon 
Campbell and Manitoba's Gary Door riding high in the 
polls. 

Their provinces enjoy booming economies, with 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan vying for the country's 
strongest economic growth in 2008. There will lx 1 no |xror 
cousins at this meeting as all four premiers deal from a 
position of economic strength. 

There Is also a veneer of substance to this social event, 
that is unusually important as the western provinces face 
great challenges and opportunities. All face acute labour 
shortages, the incomplete integration of altoriginaLs into the 
labour force and policy challenges relating to climate 
change and global warming, including the potential storm 
warnings coming from < ittaw a as federal environmental ini¬ 
tiatives Ik' gin to roll out. 

What should the premiers discuss once the golf Is over 
and the dinner served? 

I hope the conference w ill provide an opportunity for 
Campbell ;uxl Stelmaeh to promote tin- v irtues of their Thule. 
Investment and Labour Mobility Agreement (THAIA) and to 
set tlie groundwork for expanding TIIAlA's principles east¬ 
ward. Although T1IA1A itself may not sell in Saskatchewan or 
Manitoba, there 1s still an opportunity to attack vigorously 
inter-provincial liarriers to trade and mobility. 

1 hope the premiers will give attention to the transporta¬ 
tion infrastructure challenges that surround the Asia-Pacific 
Gateway initiative. It Is difficult to imagine anything more 
essential to our long-term economic pros|>erity than effec¬ 
tive transportation and trade linkages to growing Asian 
markets. 

My wish list also includes provincial climate change and 
energy policies, and the need to ensure policy differences 
among the four provinces do not further fragment the 
regional economy, thereby undoing some of the good that 
TILMA 1s starting to produce. 

Finally, it should lx* noted the conference includes the 
three territorial leaders from the North. Given that the 
West's vigorous economic growth carri»*s through to the 
North, and that resource developments there will ripple 
through provincial economies, it is time to think through 
how the economic ties between the western provinces and 
the territories can be strengthened 

The federal government has recently announced plans to 
create a new northern strategy for the three territories, but 
to l>e effective any such strategy must connect to the north¬ 
ern part of each western province. 

Therefore, the Western Premiers' Conference provides 
the opportunity to extend this discussion. All of this, of 
course, represents a heavy agenda for a couple of days that 
includes meets and greets with the lix-al community, per¬ 
haps some golf and definitely the time it takes to socialize 
and get to know one another. Nonetheless, things are going 
so well these days in Western t anada any opportunity to 
advance the cause of greater regional cooperation and 
integration should lx- seized.

The new rural innovators 


LES ROUTLEDGE 


A wise Chinese proverb states, 
“May you live in interesting times." 

It certainly is an interesting time 
to bo a small farm operator on the 
Prairies. 

While the debate about the future 
of the Canadian Wheat Board and 
large multinational grain compa¬ 
nies has largely subsided, it seems 
changes on the farm are not receiv¬ 
ing the attention they deserve. 

Largely hidden from the public is 
the emergence of a new breed of 
farmer who does not rely on multi¬ 
national companies or government 
to make a living. 

Almost every week, 1 meet anoth¬ 
er small farm operator who lives 
and farms within 30 or 40 miles of 
my farm. In the past, I called them 
new rural homesteaders. I think I 
need to change their name to new 
rural innovators. For the most part, 
they arc breaking all the rules and 
going against the received wisdom 
that on the Prairies farming has to 
be bigger to be better. 

By relying on the pioneering 
ethic of self-sufficiency and inde¬ 
pendence, these farmers are break¬ 
ing new ground. Instead of depend¬ 
ing on a capital intensive model of 
fanning, these producers are 
employing a variety of methods to 
make a living front a limited land 
base There is no reason small 
farms (i.e., under <>40 acres) cannot 
be commercially viable in 
Manitoba. The* secret is to forget 
about selling raw commodities to 


export markets through multina¬ 
tional companies or the Wheat 
Board. If a train moves it, then do 
not grow it! 

These farmers utilize disruptive 
technologies that do not conform 
to existing competition models. A 
good example of a disruptive tech¬ 
nology in a different field is the 
Internet. No one knew it would 
become as commercialized as it 
has The Internet is now a central 
part of the* business model 
employed by computer and tele¬ 
phone companies such as AT&T 
and Bell Canada that run Internet 
protocol networks. 

The emergence of open source 
software systems is also a disrup¬ 
tive technology. This model shows 
the tendency to move away from 
shrink wrap software producers. 
Because of this trend, software 
applications are written to operate 
on a free open source software 
platform. This decreases the 
reliance upon expensive propri¬ 
etary products and is the wave of 
the future as far as computer tech¬ 
nology goes. 

Agricultural production is 
embarking on a comparable path, 
product by product. Farmers arc 
embracing heirloom plants and 
heritage animals as an alternative 
to relying upon commercial mono¬ 
culture operating models. 
Moreover, farmers are no longer 
satisfied with simply selling to 
large international commodity mar¬ 
kets. Many arc focusing on newer 
niche markets such as organic 


farming, limited food miles, low- 
carbon or ethnic food. 

I can envision the emergence of a 
new type of production based on 
the agricultural equivalent of open 
source software. In 20 years, I 
believe technology use licences 
will be history. 

This is because the current pro¬ 
prietary technology and monocul¬ 
ture mode of agricultural produc¬ 
tion is vulnerable. It cannot deal 
with sudden changes in production 
or the business environment. One 
example is changes such as weeds 
and crop and animal diseases that 
arc becoming much more resistant 
to chemical management tech¬ 
niques. As another example, hog 
production did very well in 
Manitoba until issues such as cur¬ 
rency value, feed market and trade 
environment changes came 
around. 

If there is not enough diversity in 
agricultural production and busi¬ 
ness models, we will see more train 
wreck situations wherein the main¬ 
stream and commodity farmers 
have to go running cap in hand to 
governments to hail (hem out of 
another latest crisis. Farmers need 
a model that is more flexible and 
responsive to changes in the trade 
environments. It is clear the sntall 
farm model emerging on the 
Prairies is well positioned to deal 
with these challenges.

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The life of a television reporter 

A conversation with Didsbury’s Chris Epp

It’s a rainy Saturday night in Calgary, 
and with just over three hours until the 
next time he sits on-air, Chris Epp stays 
primed for breaking news. 

In a spacious newsroom virtually 


empty due to it being the weekend late 
shift, Epp stays glued to an emergency 
response scanner while munching on a 
noodle-vegetable mixture in a tin 
Chinese takeout dish. 

After weaving my way to the CFCN 
studio, tucked away in a surprisingly 
residential section of the city, Epp, a 


weekend anchor and weekday reporter 
on CFCN, greets me in the lobby and 
directs me to a room filled with plush 
green furniture that he explains is some¬ 
times used for on-air interviews. 

Epp grew up on a Bergthal-area farm 
between Didsbury and Carstairs, prior 
to leaving for a Mennonite school in 
Saskatchewan when he was 15 years 


Epp also remembers being a Grade 8 
student at Westglen School during its 
inaugural year. 

While he doesn’t get back to Didsbury 
as much as he used to, about every two 
weeks Epp returns to his parents’ farm, 
a quarter section that the family rents 
out to area producers. 

“1 would have been a terrible farmer,”

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Ride for Dad comes to town

Didsbury will have a prominent role in rural 
Alberta’s first ever Motorcycle Ride 

For Dad event slated for June 28. 

The Motorcycle Ride for Dad is an annual motorcy¬ 
cle event with the purpose of fighting prostate cancer 
through research and education. 

Its first run took place in Ottawa in 2000, and since 
then 18 cities across Canada, and most recently a rural 
Albertan group have joined the fray. 

The Alberta run is planned to have three legs, includ¬ 
ing one in Stettler, High River, and finally Didsbury - 
including the wrap-up barbecue at Scout Hall. 

Didsbury's hand in the event was the result of a com¬ 
mittee member from this year’s Edmonton run 


approaching President of Parkland Agri-Services Tony 
Overwater about participating. 

“Being a company with its business and relationships 
in the rural communities of 
Central Alberta, we thought that there might be an 
opportunity to not 

only donate as a company, but also access a base of 
support that the 

urban rides in Canada had not yet managed to lever¬ 
age,” said Tony’s son Greg, one of the organizers for 
the ride. 

“To that end, we met with the Edmonton organizing 
committee and a representative of the Alberta Cancer 
Foundation; our goal was to gain some insight into not 
only the prior rides and how they were run, but also 
to learn more about 
the disease itself.” 


Greg says, when learning about prostate cancer the 
statistics took them by surprise. 

“ Most surprising of all, however, was that 80 per 
cent 

of those currently living with the disease remain 
undiagnosed, and 

therefore unaware, that they are afflicted,” he said. 
“...This is a disease 

that most men don’t know a lot about, or are willing 
to talk about; but, 

with such promise on the treatment side of things, 
we really can’t 
afford not to talk about it.” 

, Overwater says, barring weather conditions, their 
goal is to have 50 to 00 riders out for the rural edition 
of the ride.

New town utility rates 


On May 13th, 2007, 
Didsbury Town Council 
passed a resolution rela¬ 
tive to the new utility 
rates effective June 1st, 
2008. Customers will 
notice the changes on 
their July billings. 

Previously, water cus¬ 
tomers were charged a 
$0.00 administration fee 
but council has now done 


away with this fee.

$3.00 per month 
Infrastructure Renewal 
Fee. This money is put 
into a reserve to be used 
for the replacement of 
existing water lines.

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Local club hosting national 
karate selection camp

“It wasn't going to work 
there*, so wo jumped in and 
said we'd hold it in Olds," 
explained local club 
founder and head instruc¬ 
tor Rathe Mokelky. “We’re 
fairly central here, have 
some great facilities and 
we’ve got it great club." 

The three-day trials will 
be held at Olds College for 
the first two days with 
instruction and fitness 
testing, followed by the 
competition on Sunday 
morning at Olds High 
School. 

Each test and event will 
be weighted to determine 
the final selections for the 
national team. 

To date, 26 competitors 
are registered and they’ll 
be housed in the resi¬ 
dences at the college, giv¬ 
ing it an athletes’ village 
feel, said Mokelky. 

None of the registered 


competitors are from the 
local club. Mokelky said 
the relative newness of the 
Didsbury-Olds setup 
means they haven’t yet 
seen the development of 
students where they are 
ready for this level of com¬ 
petition and commitment. 

“It’s just for black belts, 
so we’re, relatively speak¬ 
ing, a young club here ... 
we’ve only been around for 
six or so years and we only 
have a few black belts," he 
offered. 

That doesn’t mean the 
weekend will be without 
local participation, as both 
Mokelky, as one of the five- 
person selection commit¬ 
tee, and club manager 
Delaine Seemann, as event 
organizer, will be closely 
involved. 

The fact both are former 
members of the team cer¬ 
tainly helps with their level 
of expertise in putting 
together such an event. 

“I’ve had a lot of close 
affiliation with the team," 
said Mokelky, a sixth 
degree hlaek belt. “My sen¬ 
sei is the coach of the team 
and I’ve been on the team a 
couple of times and Sensei 
Delaine has just finished 
being on the team." 

The five men and two 
women selected to the 
team will compete for 
Canada at international 
competitions within the 
SWKKK organization and 
in some open competition 
where more than one 
karate federation will take 
part. 

Because so many organi¬ 
zations exist in the world 
of competitive karate, the 
sport has yet to find itself 
in the Olympic spotlight. 
While some countries do 
have Olympic committees 
that oversee karate, 
Canada isn't one of them 
and the sport has come up 
short on votes at the IOC 
level in the past. 

“Because there’s so many 
organizations they can't 
seem to decide on the 
rules," said Mokelky. 

Despite not getting to see 
the sport on television at 
the Olympics, he is hopeful 
that many of the young stu¬ 
dents at the local club will 
take in the action, particu¬ 
larly on the final day of the 
weekend when the kata 
(patterns) and kumite 
(sparring) will Ik* featured. 

In addition to the 26-plus 
competitors, there will lie 
a similar number of stu¬ 
dents who will be taking 
part simply as a training 
exercise and learning 
experience without actual¬ 
ly taking part in the com¬ 
petitive events. 

“It’s expanded just 
beyond the tournament ... 
because it is such a great 
learning experience," 
Mokelky explained. 

For the local club’s stu¬ 
dents, the next big event 
will be an intra-club com¬ 
petition on June 14 at 
Westglen School in 
Didsbury featuring the 
Olds, Didsbury and Turner 
Valley clubs, all of which 
are run by Mokelky.

Federal Assistance to the Livestock Sector 


Through the Advance Payments Program (APP), producers can get repayable cash advances to help 
improve their cash-flow 

As part of a national action plan to help hog and cattle producers, improvements have been made to 
the APP for 2008 to give livestock producers easier access to cash advances, including: 

• Removing the requirement for livestock producers to use a Business Risk Management (BRM) 
program as security for a cash advance and allowing producers to use only inventory as security. 
Producers are still required to participate in an eligible BRM program to get a cash advance. 

• Declaring that a state of severe economic hardship exists for the cattle and hog sectors so that 
emergency advances of up to $400,000 are available to eligible producers for the 2008-09 
production period.
